May Get Pensions 

Minor children or d e - 
■ ceased veterans may be ell- 
t glble for VA pensions even 
s if the mother is not, accord- 
^ ing to a reminder from Sup- 
5 ervisor Kenneth Hahn, 
chairman' of military and 
veterans’ affairs for Los An¬ 
geles County. 

“If the mother Is ineligible 
because she has remarried 
. or has an Income above the 
, allowed limits, this does not 
disqualify her children,” 

( Hahn said. 

Unmarried children un'der 
I 18 may be entitled to bene- 
; fits. For those attending a 
, VA-approved school, the age 
; limits is increased to 23. 
However, if the child has an 
Income over $1800, not in¬ 
cluding his own earnings, 
he is not eligible. 

Monthly payments are $38 
for one child and $15 lor 
each additional one. Where 
there is more than one child, 
the amount is divided 
among them equally.

Speaking . . 

Democrats? 

Not since Harry Truman survived the 1948 defections 
of 1.2 million Dlxicrats (to Strom Thurmond) and 1 1 
million Progressives (to Henry Wallace) has the Demo¬ 
cratic Party been as fragmented from left to right as it 
is today. 

Party professionals are said to be taking little comfort 
from the now-historic fact that Tirnnan did indeed survive. 
Instead, more concerned with the future than the past, 
strong men reportedly have begun to quail at the 1968 
specter of Martin Luther King vs. George Wallace vs. 
Lyndon B. Johnson, all competing for Democratic votes. 

A prospective Dr. King-Dr. Benjamin Spock ticket, 
recently talked about in some ^circles, conceivably could 
congeal plenty of civil rights, dntl-war support in the big 
cities—and if they could carry certain cities (i.e., Phila¬ 
delphia, Chicago, New York), it would not be beyond the 
realm of possibility for them to carry their states. Even 
one or two states in their column could play hob with 
the Democrats’ electoral count in a close contest with 
the Republicans. 

As for the Alabama bantam, George Wallace, he could 
very well surpass the 39 electoral votes from the South 
garnered by Thurmond 20 years before. (Hubert Hum¬ 
phrey’s recent pilgrimage to Gov. Lester Maddox of 
Georgia is an indicator of Democratic concern over the 
Wallace threat.) 

But the South is not the only potential area of Wallace 
strength. The powers-that-be are painfully mindful of his 
strong primary showings in 1964 in Maryland, Indiana 
and Wisconsin, and they do not downgrade his 1968 po¬ 
tential even In California. 

In short, if discontent with LBJ continues to run high 
a year from now. King and Wallace combined—themselves 
at opposite ends of the political spectrum—could bleed off 
enough liberal and conservative Democrats between them 
to bring down the tent which has housed so many different 
kinds of Democrats since the halcyon days of FDR. 

True, Dr. King has disclaimed interest in partisan 
politics and a presidential race, and has even gone so 
far as to endorse the foreign policies of Bobby Kennedy 
and Senator Percy. But Bobby seems to have calculated 
himself out of the race (unless LBJ decides not to run) 
and at the moment the New Letters have no one else of 
national stature to coalesce around. So King may find 
himself forced to reconsider if he hopes to unify the whole 
civil rights/anti-war movements as an effective political 
force. 

Not all of this is pure good news for the Republicans. 
Wallace particularly could cut with a two-edge sword, 
denying the Republicans their hopes of a real two-party 
showing in the South. 

Whatever happens, it promises to be interesting if 
and when the anti-Wallace pickets collide with the anti- 
King pickets. Will they all then gang up on the pro- 
Johnson pickets? The next chapter could be a fascinating, 
even bloody, bit of campaign history. 

Marchers! 

Perhaps the most interesting thing about the recent 
“peace” marches in San Francisco and New York is the 
indignant reaction of some of the participants to the 
press and television coverage of the happenings. 

According to these critics, the most significant feature 
of the demonstrations was that there were so many nice, 
middle-aged, well-dressed people, like them, in the group. 

The communications media, however, dwelled on other 
aspects: 

The preponderance of participants were young, teeny- 
boppers and hippies, complete with far-out garb, beards, 
and long, unwashed hair. 

Communists and the more or less political New Left 
were very much in evidence. 

For some marchers, the expressed goal wasn’t a 
negotiated peace in Vietnam, but victory for the viet Cong. 

In New York, draft cards and an American flag were 
burned. 

Some of the speakers were Just a little bit on the 
inflamatory side. 

All this was duly reported, and the marchers in con¬ 
ventional, middle class attire resented it. In letters to 
the editor on both sides of the country, they insisted 
there were a lot of conservatively dressed, non-hippie 
type business and professional people marching side by 
side with the psychedelic set. One woman complained to 
San Francisco Chronicle columnist Herb Caen, “Why 
didn’t anybody mention my new I. Magnln suit?” 

The surprising thing about all this is the sudden 
opting for virtuous middle class values, symbolized by 
neatness, cleanliness — the outward trappings of the 
“square.” 

The true square wouldn’t be caught dead in a demon¬ 
stration, whether to end the war in Vietnam, integrate the 
corner saloon, legalize pot or protest discrimination against 
homosexuals. 

Whatever else those marchers were, they weren’t 
middle class squares. Those nice, respectable clothes had 
to be protective coloration. The hippies, at least, let every¬ 
body know what they think about middle class values. 
It seems too bad, in a way, that people who are willing 
to make common cause with them are ashamed to identify 
with them. 

One of the leaders of the New York march was Dr. 
Benjamin Spock, who made a fortune by advising middle 
class parents to raise their children to avoid old-fashioned 
middle class repressions. He looked real fine in his neat, 
middle class suit.

Ordinance 
To Repair 
Buildings 

A special urgency ordi¬ 
nance to speed up the repair 
or demolition of unsafe 
buildings was approved by 
County Supervisors recently. 

The ordinance .streamlines 
legal procedures involved in 
the removal of blighted 
buildings, reducing the time 
It takes the county to elim¬ 
inate hazardous structures 
by approxim a t e 1 y two 
months. 

“Under the new ordinance, 
vacant, unsafe buildings can 
now be demolished as quick¬ 
ly as 90 days after the haz¬ 
ard is first detected by coun¬ 
ty building inspectors,’’ said 
Supervisor Warren Dorn.
